This article confirms the above information and both the tele¬ 
vision announcement and the news article itemized the five 
points of the program approximately as follows; 


1. Intensification of voter registration drives to 
increase the number of Negro verers in 1964. 


2. Mass mobilization to secure ene right of a ballot 
for every Negro. The Advertiser arr.icle said that King said 
the group would employ every non-violent; technique to insure 
this point. 

3o Selective buying campaign - campaigns aimed at 
buying only "where we can work." 

4. A push for passage of the pending Civil Rights 

bill. 


5. An appeal to Congress to limit the number of 
Alabama congressmen to "conform to the' actual voting 
population until the vote is extended to every person of 
color."

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UNITED KLANS) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February '27 , 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klans, Inc. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group, These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters In Suite 401, The Alston BuiM^ha|^Jh^^^^sa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed 

Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group 'in the South 
with units in several southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama on October 22, 1961, the U.S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

Since approximately June 1, 1964, organizers and 
field employees of the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC) have been sponsoring and conducting impromptu 
assemblies in various Negro districts in Montgomery, Alabama. 
The established procedure is that approximately three carloads 
of persons, principally the organizers and leaders of SCLC in 
the Montgomery, Alabama area, drive into the center of a Negro 
housing district, in most cases locations consisting of apart¬ 
ments and row house units generally referred to as slum 
cleara,nee housing areas and housing projects, and Immediate¬ 
ly begin to sing together and walk up and down in this area 
for the purpose of attracting a crowd. Within a very few 
minutes, substantial numbers of young people, mostly teen¬ 
agers and children, appear and begin to join in the singing. 

The songs consist generally of the classification of songs 
known as "Freedom Songs", such as "We Shall Overcome". After 
a number of songs have been sung, there are usually one or 
two, and sometimes more, brief speeches by SCLC Personnel 
consisting usually of exhortations for the listeners to Join 
the SCLC and become involved in the movement for "freedom". 

The average attendance at these rallies, called by the SCLC 
Leaders "Non-Violent Street Rallies", is somewhere between 
200 to 300 persons. Observers of the Montgomery Police De¬ 
partment are nearly always on hand, and the SCLC Leaders have 
agreed to abide by certain restrictions imposed by the police 


department for the purpose of maintaining peace and prevent- ft , 
ing the groups assembled from blocking or impeding traffic.

It. has oeen customary for many years, although not 
infallibly followed as a custom, that the Montgomery Improve¬ 
ment Association, has held meetings called "Mass Meetings" on 
Monday Nights, During the past few weeks, the attendance at 
the Montgomery Improvement Association Mass Meetings has in¬ 
creased, and greater interest has been shown in them. The 
Mass Meeting on June 8, 1964 was attended by approximately 
350 persons, and the one on June 15, 1964 was attended by 
approximately 425 persons. At the meeting on June 15, 1964 
held at the Bethel Baptist Church, located at Oak and Mobile 
Streets, Montgomery, Alabama, a petition, referred to as a 
declaration, was circulated among those persons attending 
the meeting for the purpose of their affixing their signatures 
to the petition. The petition is addressed to tne authorities 
of the City Of Montgomery and maxes a number of demands, 
divided into three categories 2 

(1) Employment - This section demands that the 
city immediately cease all racial dis¬ 
crimination In the employment in city jobs, 
including the fire department, the city 
police department, city maintenance employees, 
cashiers at City Hall, employees of the City 
Water 'Works, and all other areas of city 
employment. It also requests strict en¬ 
forcement of the Wage And Hour Law. In 

less specific terms, this section also 
demands an end to discrimination on a 
racial basis in employment in all areas of 
the City Of Montgomery. 

(2) Social Improvement - This section requests 
approximately 12 or 15 specific improve¬ 
ments, including the placement of more 
street lights, paving the streets, and 
improving the sanitary facilities in the 
Negro districts, opening the public parks 

on a desegregated basis, completely desegre¬ 
gating all public schools, desegregating the 
downtown bus stop at Court Square, and bring¬ 
ing about an Immediate cessation of all 
racial discrimination in public accommodations, 
such as hotels, motels, and restaurants. It

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klans, Inc. According to the 
source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute and 
United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent 
group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head¬

THE SPEECH was delivered 
about two weeks ago in Jackson at 
a meeting of the Citizens Council.

WASHINGTON, May 25—For Gov. George Wallace 
of Alabama, June 10 will bring to a peak a long career 
of proclaiming defiance of the federal government. 

That is the day Wallace is pledged to “stand in the 
schoolhouse door” to try to bar a Negro from entering 
the University of Alabama. 

Yet, the governor in the past has come to terms with the fed¬ 
eral government, even been attracted by it, almost as often as he 
has found it obnoxious to him. 

MANY WHO KNOW him well say Wallace hopes someday to 
serve in the U. S. Senate. 

| In 1948, for example, Wallace declined to join the walk-opt 

faction of Alabama delegate/ 
who bolted the Democratic n^ 
tional convention. He roi 
mained as a party loyalist. (J j 
Shortly after he became state 
circuit judge 10 years ago, Wal¬ 
lace began to talk roughly about 
the way the government was run 
in and from Washington. But 
that was during the Eisenhower 
administration, and Democrat 
Wallace’s criticism seemed di¬ 
rected mostly toward the GOP. 

WALLACE’S ATTITUDE to¬ 
ward Washington hardened in 
the mid-1950s, however. Once 
when the Justice Department 
was checking on voting right 
complaints in South Alabama, 
Judge Wallace drew headlines 
over the country with a threat to 
jail any FBI man who invaded 
the Wallace judicial circuit on 
such a "snooping” mission. But there were qualifications to the 
threat that drastically watered down its application. 

During his six-year term on the state bench. Lhe ‘‘little judge” 
or "the fighting judge,” as he was called, set off many a fiery 
salvo of words at "federals” who were after county court voting 
records in his circuit. He impounded the controversial records 
and declared to the world that he would go to jail before he would 
surrender them. 

Later, a stern, Eisenhower-appointed federal judge named 
Frank Johnson issued an order requiring that the county records 
in Wallace’s possession be turned over to the federal authorities. 

Wallace said he wouldn’t comply and has never conceded that 
he did. 

But somehow, those records did find their way in to fecjeral 
hands i.. i. 
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DURING THE 1962 gsnecaLalgction campaign, Walface had no 
itepublican challenger, but often appeared on the platform with 
Sen. .Lister ‘Hill (D-Ala,) and some or all of the eight Alabama 
House members, who did have GDP opposition.

In that period and since, Wallace has not hesitated, however, 
to call on the Alabama members of Congress for help in various 
kinds of personal and official difficulty. Last December, for 
example, while still governor-elect, he messaged that a national 
television network had “insulted" him by withdrawing an invita¬ 
tion for him to appear on a program at the halftime ceremony 
of the Blue-Gray football game in Montgomery, Ala.

Action By Military

WASHINGTON, July 17 - The 
Department of Defense has re- 
stWctcd military personnel from 
participating in racial demonstra¬ 
tions apparently as an outgrowth 
of complaints from Gov. George 
Wallace and others. 

While Wallace's testimony Mon¬ 
day and yesterday before a Sen¬ 
ate committee isn’t expectec| to 
change any civil rights votes, the 
Defense Dept, order comes as an 
unexpected by-product of Wal¬ 
lace's appearance here. 

The memorandum was issued 
over the si gnature of Robert S. 1 
McNamara, Secretary of Defense., 

It said i n. part: - 
‘‘It is highly inappropriate and 
unnecessary for military person¬ 
nel, with their special obligations 
of citizenship, to participate in 
these activities ... I urge every 
man and woman in uniform to 
conduct himself accordingly.” 

McNamara said military per¬ 
sonnel cannot participate in civil 
rights demonstrations when they 
are required to be present for 
duty, when they are in uniform, 
when they are on military reser¬ 
vations. when their activities vio¬ 
late the law, and when violence 
can be expected.

"The Boston Herald," a Metropolitan Boston, Massachusetts 
daily newspaper, in its edition of November 4, 1963, stated 
Governor George C, Wallace of Alabama arrived in Boston by air 
on Sunday afternoon, November 3* 1963, and shortly thereafter 
conducted a press conference at the Sheraton Plaza Hotel, Boston, 
devoted primarily to political considerations. The news item 
noted that Governor Wallace was surrounded by an unusually heavy 
police guard, comprised of City of Boston policemen, members of 
the Massachusetts State Police, as well as members of the 
Alabama State Police. 


Wallace reportedly was very cordial to four Negro 
newspapermen among the group interviewing him and later shook 
hands with them. In replying to questions about racial unrest 
in Birmingham, he cited racial disturbances in various northern 
cities which he claims do not receive front page publicity as the 
Birmingham disturbances receive. He blamed racial troubles on the 
Communist Party and unidentified "left wingers." 


On Sunday evening, November 3* 1963* he participated 
in a televised discussion with Governor Hoff of Vermont over 
WNAC-TV, Boston, Massachusetts. 

On Monday evening, November 4, 1963* Governor Wallace 
was the principal speaker at Sanders Theater, Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, where he spoke under the auspices of 
the Harvard-Radcliffe Young Democrats Club. 


A source, who has provided reliable information in 
the past, advised on November 5, 1963, that Governor Wallace 
was introduced by Arthur E. Sutherland, Bussey Professor of 
Law, Harvard University, who acted as moderator. The source 
stated that Governor Wallace read a long prepared speech, which 
he handled well, and that thereafter, he answered questions 
put to him by members of the capacity audience listening to him.

The source stated, that Governor Wallace gave a good 
account of himself in answering questions and deftly turned 
aside those questions which could have placed his actions as 
Governor of Alabama in a poor light politically. The source 
felt that over-all Governor Wallace had been very well 
received by the audience, composed mainly of Harvard University 
and Radcliffe College students. 

The source noted that at about the time of Governor 
Wallace's appearance at Sanders Theater a group known as the 
Boston Friends of the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee 
had conducted an orderly non-violent picket line in the vicinity 
of Sanders Theater. No incidents developed from this quiet, 
orderly picketing. 

The source stated that one or more individuals had, 
during Governor Wallace 1 s speech, let out the air from all four 
of the tires of the limousine which he had used in coming to 
Harvard. Governor Wallace was requested to and did use an 
egress tunnel from Sanders Theater which led him underground 
to Weld Hall in the Harvard Yard. He was then driven in a 
« Harvard University police car to his hotel. 

The source stated that while this was going on a 
crowd of approximately 150 individuals, both white and Negro, 
and of college age, circulated around Sanders Theater as though 
attempting to picket Governor Wallace’s departure from the 
theater. After it had been ascertained by this group that the 
Governor seemingly had left, the crowd dispersed quietly and 
without any Incidents arising. 

The source further pointed out that during Governor 
Wallace’s speech at Sanders Theater a protest meeting was held 
on Cambridge Common, approximately 300 yards from Sanders 
Theater, under the auspices of the Harvard Civil Rights 
Coordinating Committee. The Reverend James Bevel, a member of 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, was the principal 
speaker at this particular rally. A crowd estimated by the 
source at approximately 300 to 400 individuals, primarily 
students, heard Reverend Bevel discuss Governor Wallace's 
attempts to circumvent the Supreme Court decision of 1954. 

The source noted that Governor Wallace traveled In a 
party comprised of approximately twenty-five individuals, 
including eight armed Alabama State Police officers.

The Justice Department has con¬ 
firmed at least half the charges made 
by Gov. George Wallace concerning 
use of a Justice Department-rented 
car to carry Rev. Martin Luther King 
to an engagement in Alabama. 

A car rented by the Justice De¬ 
partment and used by its personnel 
was used to take King from Birming¬ 
ham to Selma. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment says this is admitted, now, by 
a Justice Department attorney, one 
Thelton Henderson. Apparently this 
fact was concealed by the attorney 
earlier. So the Justice Department 
implies. 

But the big fact in this matter is 
that the Justice Department not once 
but twice emphatically, without res¬ 
ervation, had denied the governor’s 
charges. If the Justice Department 
does not know what its own people 
are doing, in this case, what certainty 
is there that it knows what others 
are doing? 

This is no casual breach of depa rt¬ 
me ntal-procedure. It is necessarily 
a strong and inescapable reflection 
upon the department which will go 
far beyond this one instance. In¬ 
volved is a previously presumed 
ability of the department to check 
factually on many things. If it is not 
| able to rely on what its own person¬ 
nel tell it, how capable is it in inquir¬ 
ing into activities of others? 

Not only Alabamians but many in 
other places necessarily will be ask¬ 
ing just such questions. In this case, 
the Justice attorney who had con¬ 
cealed the truth “resigned” and his 
resignation was accepted. But easy 
rolling of one head will not silence 
questioning. It will necessarily be 
continued. The Justice Department 
has not satisfactorily explained how 
this kind of thing could have come 
about in the first place, or its inabil¬ 
ity to rely on its own people.

A source, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised on November 6, 1963, that Governor George 
C. Wallace, Alabama, arrived at Barnes Airport, Westfield, 
Massachusetts, at 1:30 p.m. on that date, and was met by- 
off icials of Smith College, Northampton, Massachusetts. 

He was delivered to the Hotel Northampton where he remained 
until approximately 2:50 p.m. At that time he left the 
hotel and proceeded to John M. Greene Hall, Smith College, 
where he delivered an address to students of Smith, 

Mt. Holyoke and Amherst Colleges. 

The source advised there were approximately 1900 students 
present in the hall, and approximately 100 outside the 
area. Governor Wallace delivered a speech for approximately 
one hour on his stand against forced integration of schools 
and in particular, the Public Accomodations Section of 
the Civil Rights Bill. He was generally applauded during 
the speech and there was a minimum of booing and hissing. 

The 100 individuals who gathered outside the hall 
appeared also to be students in the area, and they 
conducted an ordinary picket demonstration. 

Wallace was introduced by President Thomas C. Mendenhall, 
Smith College, who later acted as moderator during a 
question period. 

There was a minimum of publicity afforded to the visit 
of Governor Wallace, and no disturbances occurred either 
in or outside the hall. Security was established through 
local police and Massachusetts State Troopers who augmented 
the Smith College Police Force. 
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The "Springfield.Union", a daily newspaper published 
in Springfield, Massachusetts, in its edition of November 
7, 1963> commented on the visit of Governor Wallace to 
the Smith College campus, and stated he came at the 
invitation of the student Governors of the three colleges 
Involved. The article stated he presented a strong 
case for the South*s stand against forced integration 
in schools, and commented that every business in " - 
Massachusetts would be regulated by the Police Depart¬ 
ment if the Civil Rights law sought by the Administration 
is passed.

When Governor Wallace started on 
his foray into New England, this news¬ 
paper had misgivings.
